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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 
1 . Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Independent claim 1 
recites the feature for " the control panel including a cursor that can shift among button 
elements: a control unit that produces operation information: and a communication unit 
that sends the operation information to the controlled device, wherein the operation 
information includes identification information corresponding to a shifting history of the 
cursor and a code corresponding to depression, and wherein the shifting history of the 
cursor includes identification information of button elements selected by the cursor ": 
Independent claim 5 recites the features for " the control panel including a cursor that 
can shift among button elements: and a control unit that controls the controlled device 
using the operation information, wherein the operation information includes identification 
information corresponding to a shifting history of the cursor and a code corresponding to 
depression, and wherein the shifting history of the cursor includes identification 
information of button elements selected by the cursor ". The closest prior art of Saito et 
al. (US 6,523,696), Yamamoto et al. (US 6,166,778), Arling et al. (US 6,788,241), Ofek 
et al. (US 7,477,236), Schmeck et al. (US 5,701 ,141) and May et al. (US 5,973,688) 
teaches systems that are capable of sending instructions corresponding to button 
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depression from a remote location to a controlled device, however, either singularly or in 
combination, fail to anticipate or render the above underlined limitation obvious.
